“THE VAUMATI TRAGEDY. 


The seven natives who were arrested in 
connection with the recent shooting tragedy 
at Yaumati, were brought before Mr J. R, 
Wood, at the Magistracy, this afternoon, 
charged with bresking and entering 2 
house at Yaumati and using porsonal 
violence to the inmates. 

‘Tho charge of murder was withdrawn. 

Mr King conducted tho prosesution and 
Mr E. J. Grist appeared to defend tho 
seventh prisoner against whom, with the 
second and third prisotiers, the charge of, 
armed robbery was withdrawn. 

Tho mastor of an iron foundry ab 43 
‘Konnedy Street, Yaumati, gavo evidence 
to the cifeot that on January 21 he went to 
his shop from Hongkong, erriving after 9 
pem. Having talked with his fokis and 
accountant for some time five persons 

* entored his shop, They were each armed 
with revolvers which they pointed at the 
inmates and drove them to ono side. 
Ono of them asked for the keys of 
the aafe which he obtained after search- 
ing for a time. He then oponed the 
asfe and tovk the money theroin away, 
‘Witness and hia fokiy wera tied togother 
by -their queues, and thoy also saw tho 
robbers take the money uway. Then the 
robber# ran out of the shop and witness 
having freed himself gavo chase shouting, 
“ Thieves.’ After turaing corner near 
Ly, witnoss heard a police whistle sounded 
and the first defendant was captured by a 

arson whom he aupposed to he a Chincun 

letoctive. Witness only occupied the 
“ground floor of the premises. They wore 
the only occupants of the ground floor on 
that occasion and thero was only the av: 
countunt’s room. They were sitting on 
either sido of the accountant’s room in 
which was tho safe, There wero two lamps 
one in tho main part of the shop and 
the other in the room. The shop that 
night was only closed and the door was 
not locked Tho robbers told them to 
oop quict or they would be shot dead. 
Witnoss could only identify the first 
prisoner, as they turned hix face to tho 
wall, Thero was about $4,200 in the safe 
atthe time, of. which inore than 3,000 wis 
in notes, the remainder buing in coins, He 
had received over $000 from Mosers 
Shewan, Tomes and «o., and sims from 
other firma and that wos.the reason he had 
such a large sum in his possession Tho 
several drawers in the shop were opened 
and the contents extracted. In all tho 
robbers were in the shop about twenty, 
minutes, 

Further evidence was taken and the caso 
was adjourned,

It has now been opened ass “treaty port,” 
and an ambitious foreign settlement mark 
ed out by tho river aide with macadauised 
roads and a great stone bund, dc, 

The population of the city is « motley 
erowd of about 100,000 of many races and. 
tongues. Padsing along any of the narrow 
side atreets you might sco typical Canton 
and Hunan facos’ along with othora of a 
more western type, besides natives of the 
province and Aborigines; Our particular 
styeot still speaks the vorthern dialect that 
their ancestera from Shanung brought 


} with them nine hundred yeara ago. 


Traces ef old Nanning city still romain, 
and oue archway yet intact just aa it sto-d 
before the timo of William tha Conqueror, 
The old site ‘was abandoned then because 
lof fioads, and the new city built on the 
graveyard of the old. Even now there are 
tombe overywhere~— everywhere, acres upon 
acres- tho signa of the dead ‘are almost 
vasier than the dwellings of the living; 
the dead of century after century who have 
passetl their narrow, squalid, aimless lives 
to enter an eternity: with no knowledge of 
the Obriat dead and riven for thom f° 

A notoriously antiforeign town even less 
than adecade ago, Nanning is now most 
friendly to us—a friendship perhaps more 
eppatent than real, hiding depth: of ignor- 
ance, suspicion, and superstition. The 
Ohinese say it is the moxt immoral port 
fs Ghina, and the people of our atrest are 
considered the most degraded of all. 

Dr Clift has some remarks to make re 
garding the reputation which Nanning has 
earned for harbouring disorderly characters. 
He says :— 

Nanning is “storm contro” in this 
corner of the world, round which robelliong 
and eutrages seem to constantly revolve. 


Some one with s passion for satistics has} 


sought to estimate the number of decapita- 
tions in Kwany-si alone during the past 
few yoars, aud has put his modest estimate 
a 100,000. Local officials, For instance, 
get orders from headquarters to “stamp 
a rebellion [rebellions are. more: or 


leas chronic], and this is a way they hare 
of dosog it—“ suepected villages" are sud- 
denly surrounded: by soldiers, and eve: 
inabitanty young ‘and old, slaughter 
Thirty-three were executed. here on one 
occasion the other dayas '‘rebels.” . Pablic 
R inion, which ix the street gossip, 

thoy: wero not “robcls.” Ono was “the 
father-in-law of a ‘‘rebel,” and therefore 
presumably guilty, especially a8 his son- 
in-law could not be found ; twenty-four of 
the others were members of a bad gang, 
thieves and gamblera These were captur- 
ed in.a village by # zealous. military official 
longing for promotion, and compelled by. 
horrible torture to confess to revolutionary 
tendencies.. After execution, the Gover. 
nor, who ‘had consented to the seutence, 
‘became nervous of reprisals from indignant 
relatives in the country, snd the city was 
therefore carefully guarded. and the gates 
slosed early every evening. 

There are genuine rebels- enough in 
China, however, and in this . provinea 
especially, and in neighbouring Yunusu, 

who are giving. the Peking Government 

much anuisty. They are well-armed and 
disciplined, and have an ample aupply of 
amoney fro: ‘compatriots in America and 
the Straits. They aro careful not to molest 
the people, and profess to have ‘no quarrel 
with ‘foreigners, for they have a healthy 
fear of international complications. -The 
tide of. resentment ia certainly rising here 
‘against the alien Manchu Government. 
.. The Emmancel Mission, we gather from 
the Bullotin, is ontirely self supporting, 
Dr Clift being unconnected with any 
Society: he is greatly cramped for want 
of funds but we feel suro that were the 
“Bulletin” to be ‘freely’ circulated he 
would soon find many svmpathisers only 
too ready to afford him practical aid. He 
and. his dovoted wife have made an excel- 
Jeit start and .we most hear‘ily that 
it will soon be posible for them to see a 
fealisation of somo of their noble hopes 
and aspirations,
